violence.

Nobody has been killed, ami so 
far as known, nobody has delivered or 
suffered so much as one little blow. 
There Is no sign of trouble now, and

The Democrats say that inasmuch as 
j the two appointments are not effec- 
j tlve until April, Governor Peabody had

them, but 
i should allow Governor Adams to ap- 
I point two men In place of Goddard 
and Bailey. 
The appointments just 
j confirmed will make the political com­ 
plexion of the court seven Republicans 
and two Democrats.
